School trustees 
bicker over delay 
at Montclair High 


A slight hassle over the 
amount of time it has taken 
to complete Montclair High 
School developed Tuesday night 
at the meeting of the Chaffey 
Union High School District 
Board of Trustees. 

Trustee Paul Cushing ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
146 days beyond the contract 
deadline it has taken to complete 
the school. He said: ‘'I can see 
no reason why the District 
should suffer any loss under the 
conditions of this contract. I'm 
not happy with it at all.’’ 

Cushing was particularly up- 
set with the fact that the Dis- 
trict is only holding the con- 
tractor responsible for a little 
more than half of the delayed 
time. 

A penalty clause in the con- 
tract calls for $50 a day pay- 
ment for each day over the time 
set for completion in the con- 
tract. The contractor is not 


held responsible for strikes or 
inclement weather. 

Under these terms, the Dis- 
trict cannot collect for 65 days 
of the delayed time. 

Cushing pointed out that this 
much delay on a school repre- 
sents a considerable cost tothe 
district. He felt the contractor 
should be held more respon- 
sible. 

In defense of acceptance of 
completion of Montclair High 
School, Board Chairman Ben 
Allen said, ‘‘This isn’t just a 
one way street. If we want to be 
able to invite other contractors 
to bid in the future we can’t 
make it too inconvenient for 
them or we'll be in real trou- 
ble.’’ 

The Board accepted the final 
additions to Montclair High 
School which now must be ap. 
proved by the architect, the 
State, and the contractor.

"Open record’ bill 
has strong support 


Ask the average citizen about 
it, and he is quite likely to tell 
you that most government re- 
cords are confidential and not 
open to public inspection, be- 
cause that’s the way govern- 
ment operates. It just doesn’t 
come easily to him to think 
that government exists for the 
benefit of the people, not the 
other way around. Except for 
state records of his own traf- 
fic violations, he is not too 
much concerned with the fact 
that people have a right toknow 
what their government does. 

Part of that right involves 
access to public records, so 
that the facts upon which pub- 
lic agencies act, and their de- 
cisions on those facts, may be 
known completely and correct- 
ly. But the old tradition which 
throws a cloak of silence around 
so many phases of governmental 
affairs is not easy to inter, so 
more legislative effort Is 
needed to bring public records 
into the open. 

Ten long years of effort at 
both state and federal levels 
have been necessary to enact 
legislation designed to open go- 
vernmental activities to public 
inspection, and to make sure 
that the agencies adhere to the 
American principle of Freedom 
of Information. Recently, the 
president signed a bill to tum- 
ble the last bastions of federal 
secrecy - a bill which includes 
the opening of federal public 
records to inspection. 

The Assembly Committee on 
Government Organization for 
many years has carried on the 
work of improving, strengthen- 
ing, and expanding California 
laws relating to open meetings 
of state and local agencies, and 
to other aspects of freedom of 
information. Prior to the 1965 
general session, the committee 
devoted considerable time on 
the problems involved in onen- 








ing all state and local public 
records to inspection, During 
that session, members of the 
group introduced a bill which 
would have opened such records 
to the public, but which would 
have reserved to the Legisla- 
ture the power to declare by 
law that certain types of pub- 
lic records shall continue to 
be confidential. 


Not enough support could be 
developed for the bill to secure 
its enactment during that ses- 
sion, However, it was referred 
back to the committee for in- 
terim study. 


This year, the Government 
Organization Committee held 
two public hearings on the bill, 
the second in San Francisco 
just before this is being writ- 
ten, The committee discovered 
that the only other California 
statute on the problem was 
enacted more than 90 years 
ago, that it is Iimited to the 
opening of public records for 
use in court trials, and that 
contradictory court interpre- 
tations have made itpractically 
meaningless. 

The first hearing was de- 
voted to receiving testimony on 
the bill from state and local 
agencies which maintain public 
records of various kinds. Many 
expressed themselves as op- 
posed to the bill, and the others 
did not favor it. 

The second hearing gave pro- 
ponents of the bill their oppor- 
tunity to express their views. 
Spokesmen for the California 
Newspaper Publishers Associ- 
ation, the state Broadcasters 
Association, and the national 
journalism fraternity gave the 
bill strong support, and urged 
that efforts to secure its pass- 
age be continued. There are 
still some practical problems to 
be solved, but the bill will be be- 
fore the 1967 session. 





Watch out for fine print, 
Business Bureau warns 


The Inland Citles Better 
Business Bureau warns busi- 
nessmen that classified direc - 
tory mailings are on the in- 
crease. 

C. A. Barnes, Manager of 
the bureau stated that the 
scheme involves the mailing of 
forms which appear to be legiti- 
mate bills for a business list- 
ing inadirectory.In many cases 
the forms are similar to those 
used by telephone companies in 
billing for listings in the yellow 
pages of telephone directories. 

The firms mailing the direc- 
tory billings have no connection 
with any telephone companies. 
However, warns Mr. Barnes, 
the unwary businessman, or 
bookkeeper could easily mail a 
check under the impression they 
were paying for a telephone list- 
ing. The bill like form does state 
in very fine print on its face, 
“This is a solicitation form and 
not a bill, invoice or renewal’’ 
and merely by failing to read 
the fine print it would be treat- 
ed as a bill. 

On receipt of a recent mail- 
ing from Studio City an attempt 
was made to contact the firm by 
telephone without success. It 
was learned that the firm has 
no telephone sting under that 
name. 

The Inland Cities Bureau la- 
bels the scheme as “‘A solici- 
tation for a listing in an unknown 
publication having no firm 
peblication date or distribution 


‘The listing is of doubtful value 
and complainants have alleged 


to the bureau that the only dis- 
tribution made is to those firms 
who pay for a listing. BBB mem- 
ber firms are always alerted, 
said Mr. Barnes, and donot fall 
for this scheme. If those firms 
who are not members would take 
the time to read the invoice 
carefully, these directory firms 
would go out of business, 
Firms receiving the invoices 
should forward them to the 


Bureau together with the post- 
marked envelope.

Pettis hits 
‘reckless 
spending’ 


The problems of inflationand 
high cost of living are making 
the present administration ner- 
vous, and well they should, said 
Jerry Pettis, congressional 
candidate from San Bernardino 
County. 

Speaking before the Yucaipa 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
Thursday night, Sept. 1, Pettis 
continued, ‘‘When the Job Corps 
is costing the taxpayer $275,000 
per graduate, and the give-away 
programs are pushing food 
costs up as much as 114 per 
cent in one year, it is no won- 
der the housewife comes home 
with an empty grocery bag and 
the wage earner feels his pay- 
check 1s dwindling.’’ 

The present administration 
announced just the other day, 
he added, that a calf sold for 
3.5 cents a pound in 1930, and 
that today it is selling for 26 
cents per pound, 

‘—n presenting these figures 
the incumbents want to show 
how much more the farmer is 
making today than he was se- 
veral years ago. Well, the fact 
remains that 10 years ago the 
farmer was getting 42 cents per 
dollar spent, Today the farmer 
only receives 37 cents, less than 
in the depression days,” Pettis 
said. 

Pettis said he challenges the 
present administration to ask 
the housewife just how happy 
she is with all the supposed 
‘‘extra money” she has today. 

New housing starts have 
dropped since 1961 and will 
probably go lower, Pettis sald, 

“and this decrease in hous-~- 
ing starts comes at atime when 
a rebuilding of our community 
is urgently needed. 

The congressional candidate 
said the present administration 
and former President Harry S. 
Truman recently publicly de- 
plored the hiking of interest 
rates. i 

Truman said he feels the 
present course will lead the 
nation into another depression. 
President Johnson disagrees. 
The internal arguments lead 
nowhere. 

‘And the full story,”’ Pettis 
said, ‘4s that business and la- 
bor are only following the lead 
of the present administration, 
trying to keep their heads above 
water as the incumbents spend, 
spend, spend. 

Pettis said this situation must 
stop and the only way it can be 
halted is to stop the 
reckless spending in Washing- 
ton.

In an effort to register every 
potential voter, regardless of 
party affiliation Republican 
Headquarters at 406 Euclid 
Ave., Upland, will remain open 
Monday through Wednesday, 
Sept. 12-14, from 10 a.m, to 
10 p.m, 

On the final day of registra- 
tion, Thursday, Sept. 15, the 
GOP Headquarters will remain 
open from 10 a.m, until mid. 
night. The latter hour is the 
deadline for any voter to regis- 
ter to be eligible to cast a 
ballot in the November gen. 
eral election. 

Unregistered voters were 
urged to “come early’’ during 
the final four days because of 
long lines which are expected 
to form during the evening 
hours. 

Meanwhile, the California 
Non ~ Partisan Voter Registra- 
tion Committee reached into 
the past for a couple of exam. 
ples of how valuable a single 
vote may be. 

The committee, made up af 
persons from business, indus- 
try, education, labor and the 
clergy, also is in the midst 
of a campaign to increase voter 
registration in the state. 


Its efforts in the spring helped 
a 436,788 increase in registra. 
tions for the June primary. 

“Many people are afraid their 
vote isn’t worth as muchas when 
California was less populous,”’ 
said E, Hornsby Wasson, com. 
mittee president. ‘If you look 
konly at the total vote, you'd 
be quick to agree.’’ 

‘*However,’’ he continued, if 
we look at it from the precinct 
level.-where the figures don’t 
overwhelm us.-we can see how 
every vote counts ,’’ 


Wasson’s first (lustration 
was the 1048 presidential elec ~ 
tion when President Truman 
won Ohio by 7,107 votes and 
California by 17,865, **Had one 
Truman voter in each precinct 
in those two states not voted, 
Governor Thomas Dewey would 
have gained 50 more electoral 
votes. Truman, of course, would 
have lost those 50 and the House 
of Representatives would have 
had to determine the election,’’

Pettis ‘waste charge’ 


‘Last month the Dependency 
Prevention Commission of San 
Bernardino County DID spend 
$63,769.88 on staff salaries for 
171 jobs! Of these jobs, 111 
were filled by low-income per- 
sons formerly considered un- 
employable by employers,"’ 
stated Eve W. McLain, execu- 
tive director of the DPC, 

‘*The knowledge of poverty 
areas and problems, plus the 
ability to communicate with the 
people with needs, has enabled 
sub-professional employees to 
become the link between the 
poor and the professional wor. 
ker. The skills they are de- 
veloping will lead to regular 
employment.’ 

‘We regret that Mr. Pettis 
(Editor’s Note: GOP Congres- 
sional candidate Jerry Pettis) 
has pre-judged the D.P.C, pro- 
grams as a waste of money and 
we have invited him to ask the 
people who have benefitted from 
and participated in these pro- 
grams throughout the County. A 
visit to a Head Start class, a 
Teen Opportunity Post, a Con- 
tact Referral Station would pro- 
vide visible evidence that this 
is not a handout program, but a 
program of self-examination 
and self-help."’ 

“Interviews with parents of 
children in Head Start or per. 
sons employed in programs to 
help others would support the 
value of the spending of funds 
made available to DPC under 
Federal legislation. Many areas 
in the State and the Nation 
failed to act as rapidly as San 
Bernardino County and did not 
make use of OEO funds avatl- 
able. But no tax money was 
returned to them!’’ 

Of the 171 employees paid by 
the DPC, only eight are on the 
central administrative staff, 
Other employees work in pro- 
grams in areas of need through. 
out the County. 

‘Tt is true,’? said Director 
McLain, ‘‘that we actively seek 
people to take advantage of DPC 
programs, as well as the ser- 
vices of other agencies. One of 
the basic intents of the Econ- 
omic Opportunity Act of 1964, is 
to provide means to reach peo- 
ple who are unaware of oppor- 
tunities available to them, as 
well as tocreate new opportuni. 
tles. Since the established agen- 
cles have been unable to tm- 











prove the situation of many 
families and individuals caught 
in the cycle of poverty, a new 
approach was offered in the 
anti-poverty legislation. Peo. 
ple trapped in the cycle were 
given an opportunity to become 
involved in the planning of their 
own new opportunities, to try 
new methods of self-help.” 

Including delegate agencies, 
staff paid by funds allocated un. 
der the Economic Opportunity 
Act totals 297. Of these posi. 
tions, 77 are professional or 
clerical, requiring experience 
and proved competency, 220 
sub-professional jobs have been 
filled by low-income individu. 
als. 

As of Aug. 1, Federal funds 
allocated to DPC are being 
used for a variety of programs 
as listed below: 

OPERATION CONTACT: 

Provides services in 12 lo- 
cations in the County where 
there is a high incidence of 
poverty and residents are re- 
luctant to or unable to contact 
agencies for assistance, Offers 
a way for established agencies 
to take professional help to the 
areas of need. DPC employs 33, 
of which 27 are sub-profes. 
sional, 

OPERATION HEAD START: 

Provides pre-school de- 
velopment and adjustment for 
1,390 children from low-income 
families, to increase motiva- 
tion for learning and self-value. 
DPC employs 20, of which 11 
are sub~professional, Other 
staff is paid by educational 
funds. 

TEEN OPPORTUNITY POSTS: 

Provides self-help programs 
for over 1,000 teenagers in 10 
locations in the County. Gives 
teens a place to plan their own 
activities, training classes, 
creative endeavors, and res. 
ponsibility. DPC employs 27 
sub-professionals and 12 pro- 
fessional and clerical, 
SUMMER ENRICHMENT: 

Provides a Head Start.type 
summer program for 320 low. 
income children in elementary 
school to increase their learn- 
ing capacity and broaden their 
experiences. Centers are lo- 
cated in five areas with high 
incidence of poverty. DPC em- 
ploys 28 sub-professtonals and 
12 professional and clerical. 
OPERATION OUTDOORS: 





Provides an educational and 
camping experience for 420 
youth from low-income families 
in the County. DPC employs one 
Coordinator, one Secretary.

County agricultural report 


WEATHER: Hot weather, ac- 
companied by unseasonable hu- 
midity, prevailed through most 
of the moth of August. Temper- 
ature readings were several 
degrees above normal the first 
three weeks and moderated 
somewhat late in the month. 
There was no precipitation, al- 
though high humidity was pres- 
ent. These conditions were 
again favorable for the growth 
and development of maturing 


crops, especially citrus and 
apples. 
CITRUS: Lemons - 3,949 


bearing acres. Harvest of the 
old crop of lemons has termi- 
nated. Thus ended one of the 
poorest crops in quality for 
several seasons. Reasons ad- 
vanced for this condition where 
wind damage and thrips scar- 
ring of the fruit resulting in over 
half the crop being diverted 
from packing to processing 
plants. Domestic shipments of 
the old crop were reduced dur- 
ing the month while exports in- 
creased in relation to July. 

Very light picking of the new 
season's crop occurred during 
August and will continue light 
in September. While the new 
crop is very light in volume 
the late set, which is pres- 
ently under walnut size, is heavy 
in several orchards justifying 
an increase in the forecast 
to 300 boxes per acre. This 
is 50 boxes over last month's 
estimate. 

walelclas -~ 5,323 bearing 
acres. rvest cf the Valencia 
orange crop is currently over 
50% complete in all districts. 
Granulation, especially in the 
larger sizes, continues to 
plague growers as this fruit is 
downgraded or sent to by-prod- 
ucts. With a steady market, 
demand remains fairly active 
for this current crop estima- 
ted at 255 field boxes per acre

Grapefruit - 1,473 bearing 
acres. present grapefruit 
harvest should terminate early 
in September. Small sizes, 
which predominate, continue 
moving into export trade with 
the larger sizes going into do- 
mestic channels, 

The new crop of grapefruit 
continues to improve and de-~ 
velope normally. Preliminary 
estimates place this new crop 
around 435 boxes per acre which 
is 10 boxes more than the pres- 
ent crop being harvested, 

Navels - 10,337 bearing 
acres, Fruit growth of the new 
navel orange crop is presently 
above average for this time of 
year. In the east end districts 
Sizes are running one packing 
size larger than the 15 year 
average on this date. A little 
fruit splitting has been noted, 
however, the condition of pro- 
truding navels, a growth de- 
fect, 1s more prevalent than 
usual in all districts, Present 
estimates place this crop at 
the 255 box figure although un- 
der the influence of continued 
favorable weather this figure 
may increase. 

DECIDUOUS: Ap harvest 
will begin in the mo’ grow- 
ing areas early in September 
with another fine crop forecast. 
As the peach and plum har- 
vest season nears an end pears 
are being harvested in Oak 
Glen and desert districts.
